Model United Nations" to be held in Montreal next week. 

Heading the list is External Affairs Minister Sidney 
Smith who will give the opening address next Wednesday 
night. Following this there will be a session of the Security 
Council which will debate the present Berlin Crisis. 
The next day the Hon. Donald 



Fleming, present Minister of 
Finance, will make hit presen- 
tation to the delegatea. This will 
be succeeded by an emergency 
session of the General Assembly 
which will discuss the removing 
of foreign military bases in Asia. 
The same night, Justice John E. 
Head, a former member of the 
International Court of Justice, 
will preside In the court which 
at the time will be considering 
the Columbia Hiver Dispute be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States. 

The highlight of the four day 
conference will have the Hon. 
Lester B. Pearson, former Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister during 
the Liberal administration who 
served a term as United Nations 
General Assembly President, 
speak to the delegates on a topic 
concerning his experience in 
international relations. This ad- 
dress will take place in the Uni- 
versity of Montreal prior to a 
General Assembly Session con- 
cerning the Middle East question. 

The last event of the project, 
tiic banquet, will have as its guest 
speaker Hon. Paul Martin, who 
represented Canada in the U.N. 
for several sessions. Other guests 
who will attend are Mayor Sarto 
Founder, Bishop Lussler, rector 
of the University of Montreal, 
Dr. Thomson, assistant principal 
of McGill University, and diplo- 
mats from Ottawa and Washing- 
III ton. 



The conference will be attend- 
ed by student delegates from 60 
universities throughout Canada, 
the United States, Israel, and Ire- 
land. American Universities from 
Harvard to the University of Cal- 
ifornia will be represented. . In 
addition sixteen Canadian Uni- 
versities will be in attendance. 

The Model United Nations Is 
being jointly sponsored by stu- 
dents from McGill, U. of M., 
Loyola, Marianapolis, and Sir 
George. Zafar Khan, Chairman, 
and Irwin Steinberg, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee, are 
the representatives from McGill. 

Two Colleges 
In Defiance 
OfDuplessis 

Two colleges in Quebec are ex- 
pected to defy the Provincial 
Government and to accept the 
Federal grants which are being 
offered. By taking this action, 
they would join the only Quebec 
University which has so far taken 
Federal money, the Presbyterian 
College of Montreal. 

The two colleges which may 
defy .Duplessis' Union Nationale 
Government are the College Ma- 
rie de France in Montreal and

Program For Student Day 
Decided By Presidents

National Student Day will be observed on the McCill campus by a "vigorous" pub- 
licity campaign to inform both students and the general public of the education iflsue in 
Quebec 

, l, ™s wurse of action was agreed upon at a nine-hour meeting of the Quebec Asso- 
ciation of Universities held last Sunday at Sir George Williams College. The six student 
Presidents who make up the Association determined upon this means of keeping the pro- 
blem before the public eye when their plan to petition the Quebec legislature was thwarted 
by a legal technicality. 



National Student Day will be 
held on March 8 In conjunction 
with a decision taken at the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students' Conference 
held in Ottawa last fall 

Details of the publicity cam- 
paign have not yet been arranged, 
although It will probably consist 
of a province-wide programme 
utilizing the television, radio, and 
free press together with on- 
campus meetings and seminars 
featuring student leaders and 
prominent faculty members ex- 
pert in the Quebec situation. 

The decision to postpone pre- 
sentation of the petition to the 
Quebec Legislature came as an 
Indirect result of Duplessis' edu- 
cation bill (No. 29). A Rule of 
Procedure existent in the Legis- 
lature prohibits consideration of 
a petition which refers to a sub- 
ject already touched upon by 
proposed legislation.! Thus, al- 
though the Presidents are "dis- 
appointed" with the present bill, 
they cannot proceed further with

their own petition until the next 
session. The idea has not been 
shelved however and definite 
plans are underway for its use 
at a more opportune occasion. 

A press communique relating 
to the Presidents' opinion of the 
proposed education bill Is slated 
for release later in the week. 

The Association also passed 
unanimously a motion calling for 
an active campaign at the six 
universities to consolidate cam- 
pus opinion on the present finan- 
cial plight of their respective 
institutions. Towards this end 
meetings will be held between 
the student councils and, respec- 
tively, the student body, the fa- 
culty members, and the Gov- 
ernors of the university. 

An additional resolution estab- 
lished a Speakers' Committee at 
each university. This committee 
will consist of students familiar 
with the situation in Quebec and 
qualified to explain university 
problems to interested groups 
throughout the province. 

A final decision created the 
position of Press Officer who will 
be responsible for releasing in- 
formation pertaining to the Asso- 
ciation to the general public and 
the university press. In' this way 
they hope to ensure closer con- 
tact between the Association and 
the public as well as relieve the 
Presidents from the task of com- 
posing press releases and indivi- 
dually conducting press confer- 
ences with their campus news- 
papers. A Press Officer has not 
as yet been appointed. 

The Association has not fixed 
the date of its next meeting al- 
though these usually take place 
at two or three week intervais.

MONTREAL, Jan. 27. — 1,500 CBC producers, unionist* 
and sympathizer* leave Montreal this morning for a 
noon-hour march on Parliament Hill in Ottawa. A special 
train is due to reach the capital at 11.15 am. The march- 
ers are demanding government intervention in the pro- 
ducers strike. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 26. — Nikita Kruschev called again for 
a German peace treaty and lashed out at Westerners. 
The Soviet Premier said "Any man' with a normal mind 
is afraid of. war. This Is a time when no man should 
lose his head". 
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The Need for Aid 

Financial aid for the needy but qualified student is 
one of the more pressing problems facing universities in 
our society; A university is no better than its students 
and today too many capable minds are being, turned away 
because of the high cost of learning. This fact is beginning 
to show on the campuses across the land. 

Here at McGill the situation has become gradually more 
serious during the past several years. The fees are higher 
than those at any other Canadian university — consider- 
ably higher. In fact,, it is quite fair to say that the tuition 
costs at McGill are prohibitive na far as the less wealthy 
segment of the population is concerned. . 

High fees alone, however, need not be a deterrent to the 
really capable student. At many American universities 
where the fees are more than double those at McGill, the 
scholarship programs are such that the best young men 
and women from all parts of the world are able to attend. 
At Harvard and Yale, for example, there is sufficient 
money available for even the poorest student. Consequently, 
the standards at these universities toWer above those at 
most other American, schools. 

Unfortunately, the situation at McGill is almost the 
complete reverse.. The fees are high but we do not have 
the scholarship program to match;- For the most parti 
we attract the type of student who can afford a college 
education. These are not always the students who are the 
moBt anxious to learn. 

Last year the Principal set up a special committee 
under the able chairmanship of Dr. Muriel Roscoe to exam- 
ine the whole question of student aid. The report of this 
committee revealed some interesting facts about the situa- 
tion at McGill and put forward many valid suggestions. : 

When the report was submitted to the Board of Gov- 
ernors for approval at their last meeting^ the members of 
the Board approved the entire programme — in principle. 
It was, however, decided that "full implementation of the 
plan must wait until the University disposes of larger 
revenue." 

We appreciate the fact that more money is needed in 
order to undertake any sweeping reforms in the field of 
student 'aid. We also realize, however, that- the University 
will probably return a cheque for about ° 1.6 millions to' 
Ottawa — uncashed. These two attitudes toward the 
problems of McGill seem oddly incompatible. 

Winter In Our Lives 

There is a perceptible change usually noted on the campus 
about this time of year, and 11)59 is no exception. This 
change, while it is perceptible, is a difficult one to define. 

It consists largely of a change of mood, of atmosphere. 
We are now familiar with university, and with this year 
at university, and are not subject to surprises any niore. 
The change is meteorological also. We are subject to all 
the ugliness of an urban winter. We walk to lectures with 
collars turned up. not looking sideways. We do not linger 
on the Arts Building steps, or on the library plazji. 

The change is comprised, too, of the attitude engendered 
by a waning extracurricular programme. There are left, 
it is true, the Red and White and the Carnival, but these 
are no more than currants in an otherwise dull pudding.. 
Between now and March, the campus dies by degrees. .. 

It is not that student activity declines — after all, 
there are still twenty-four hours in a day, and how much 
can anyone study? It is simply that activity lends to be- 
come more private. 

This is a time of year when most students relire into 
their own small circles, revert to their established patterns 
of behnviour. One has chosen one's friends for the year, 
selected one's pastimes. Now all that remains is to pass 
the interval between- now and next summer. 

We have only one comment to offer. It seems that 
this time of year is perhaps exemplary of a condition that 
-is not only seasonal, but endemic to the entire lives of our 
generation. 

There is, in college, a regrettable tendency for students 
to become settled in their wayB* for them to relapse into a 
comfortable mediocrity, to concentrate on finding the most 
pleasant means of passing the remaining years before 
middle age. 

A university should attempt to instigate a flense of 
challenge. It seems regrettable that students acquire from 
it only a sense of passivity, a sense that the rest of a term 
or the rest of a life Is only time to be filled with the products 
©f a personal self-interest

Krupp - A Patriot ? 

To the Editor : 

. I was shocked by < the revolting 
letter of Alexander Reisch In de 
/ente of Herr Krupp. According 
to the letter-writer, Krupp was 
not a criminal but; merely a pa- 
triot and deserve* a medal. Next 
thing we know is that Adolf 
Hitler was a great benefactor of 
mankind. • . . 

May I make it very clear to 
Alexander Reisch that the second 
world war was a crime and the 
people responsible for It were 
criminals. 

For sue years from 1933 till 
1039 the Germans worked fever- 
ishly to prepare this war. Their 
aim? To conquer the world, to 
enslave all non-Germans, to 1 ex- 
ploit their labor, and to rob the 
world of- its resources. One shud- 
ders at the thought what would 
have happened, had they succeed- 
ed. I guess that only somebody 
who has actually lived in an oc- 
cupied country under the heel of 
the German barbarians .can 
Imagine what this would have 
meant. 

Let nobody forget that this war 
was deliberately planned and 
prepared with German "grlind- 
lichkeit". The suffering that was 
brought upon the world by this 
Teutonic lust for power has no 
comparison in the history of man- 
kind. In .their concentration 
camps the Germans killed mil- 
lions of "inferior" men, women 
and children, an orgy of sadism 
that had never been seen before 
and dwarfed all previous exhibi- 
tions of cruelty with which his- 
tory is so full. 

Yes, Alexander Reisch, to make 
ammunition for an aggressive 
war is a crime and to finance 
the- Narl party who was directly 
responsible for' this mass slaugh- 
ter an even greater crime. The 
hands of Krupp drip with the 
blood of millions of people. 

Alexander Reisch, have you 
really never heard of slave-labor? 
May I tell you about it? Slave 
laborers were not P.O.W.'s. Slave 
laborers were men arid women 
arrested . in the occupied coun- 
tries by the dreaded gestapo and 
sent to the concentration camps. 
Those too yqung or too old, to 
work weré gassed at arrival. The 
rest were put to work for "pa- 
triotic" companies like I.G. Far- 
ben and Krupp. Their treatment 
was worse than that of the Ro- 
man galleysla'ves. If they fell ill 
or were too weakened to work, 
they were simply killed. This, 
Alexander Reisch, I have not 
dreamt up. These are fact*. 

If I were a German myself, 
Alexander Reisch,^ I would be 
deeply ashamed of what my peo- 
ple had done. How only 13V» 
years later you dare to state 
bluntly that slavo labor Is a 
foreign term in Germany, I tall 
to understand.

the College de Rouyn. The num- 
ber of University-level students 
at these two colleges are 226, 
and the. financial gains they 
would receive amount to $25,238 
tnd $31,233 respectively. 

Presbyterian College which last 
year became the first Quebec col- 
lege to accept a federal' grant 
since 1951 would get $5,497 this 
year. Presbyterian College is af- 
filiated to McGill In academic 
matters but does not come under 
its administrative staff. 

The ' amount offered by the 
Federal Government to other 
Quebec Universities are: 1 -Uni- 
versity of Montreal, $2,777,733; 
'Laval University, $2,002,874; Mc- 
Gill University, $1,648,600; Uni- 
versity of Sherbrooke, $345,561; 
Sir George Williams College, $83,- 
704; Bishop's University, $83,704. 



More Canadians 
Take Engineering 

There lias been a two percept increase in the enrol- 
ment in Engineering. This is one' of the results released 
by the Engineering Institute of Canada in its annual Survey 
of registration at Canadian universities. 



These results were tabulated 
from lists obtained from the 
university registrars and they 
were compiled at Institute Head- 
quarters In Montreal. 

The total of the ' enrolment 
now stands at 14,552 as com- 
pared with 14,427 a year ago. 
This is the smallest rise to be 
reported for a few years. This 
fact is not considered significant 
because the improved facilities 
on many campuses are expected 
to swell the total again. 

There has been a sharp drop 
in th* number of freshmen 
students. There has been a de- 
crease of 11% — 4572 this year 
against 5132 last year. One of 
the major causes is the general 
economic condition this year. 
Engineering students had consi- 
derable difficulties In obtaining 
proper employment last summer. 

There Is also a slight decline 
expected in the number of 1B50 
graduates. , If all the students 
presently In their final year 
complete their courses, 2104 will 
graduate as compared to 2130 
last year. This will mark the 
first time that the size of the 
graduating class has decreased 
since the student veterans left 
the scene. 



On the other band, there Is 
an ever-growing number of uni- 
versities snd colleges listed. 
There are now 30 educational 
Institutes which offer any type 
of an engineering course and 15 
of these grant degrees. There is 
a rapid growth of engineering 
education in Western Canada. 

There is a steadily Increasing 
Interest' In the study of engi- 
neering physics as was noted last 
year. There has been s 12« a 
percent Increase over 1957.
